I^^Orafmueh as we had a great delire to experiment, what 
. would be the effeds of the Chirurgery of injeding Liquors 
into Hmane Veins, three fit SubjeiSte prefenting themfelves in 
Qur Hofpital, we thought good to make the Tryal upon them. 
But feeing little ground to hope for a manifeft operation from 
only Altering Medicines, weefteemed, the Experiment would 
be more convenient and confpicuous Cxom Laxatives f^^whioh 
made us injedi by a Syphon about two Drachms of fuch a kind of 
Pfay fick into the Median Vein of the right Arm. ^ The Patients 
were thefe. One was a lufty robuft Souldier dangeroufly infeded 
with the f^enerealDifeafe, and fuffering grievous protuberatings 
of the bones in his Arms. He, when the purgative Liquor vi^as in- 
fufed into him^ complained of great pains in his Elbows, and the 
little valves of his Arm did fwell fo vifibly, that it was necelFary 
by a gentle comprefHon of ones fingers to ftroke up that fwelling 
towards the Patients flioulders. Some 4 hours after, it began to 
work, not very troublefomly ;^ and fo it did the next day, info- 
much that the Man had five good ftools after it. Without any

other remedies thofc protuberances were gonc> nor are there any 
footfteps left of the abovementioned Difeafe. 

The trP0 other Trials were made upon the other Sex. A mar- 
ried Woman of 3 5, and a ferving Maid of 20 years of age, had 
been both of them from their Birth very grievoufly afflided with 
Epileptick EtSf fo that there was little hopes left to cure them. 
They both underwent this operatioujand there was injected into 
their Veins a Laxative Ropn^ diffolved in an Anti-Efilepicat 
Spirit* Thtfirfi of thcfe had gentle ftools, fome hours after 
thelnjeftion^ and the next day the fits recurring now and then> 
but much milder, are fince altogether vanifli^d. As for the other, 
viz. the Maid, fhe went the fame day to ftool four times, and 
feveral times the next 5 but by going into the Air, and taking 
cold, and notobferving any diet, caft herfelf away.
